Robert THOMAS: Alright for the record my name is Detective Rob Thomas. My 

badge number is 3917, I’m attached to the Toronto Police Sex 
Crimes Unit ah Polygraph. Today’s date is ah Monday uhm 
April 23 rd , 2018. The time by my clock is approximately 10:46 
in the evening. I’m presently at 32 Division on Ellerslie ah ah 
Drive I believe ah ah second floor, soft interview room. This the 
only soft interview in the building. My purpose for being here 
today is to interview a gentleman by the name if Alek Minassian. 
Ah Alek spelled A-L-E-X last name M-I-N-A-S-S-I-A-N. Date 
of birth November the 3 rd , 1992 with respect to an incident that 
occurred earlier today on Yonge Street between Sheppard and 
Finch. It is my understanding that Mr. Minassian ah was 
arrested ah later this afternoon initially on nine counts of first 
degree murder that’s been subsequently upgraded to ten counts 
of first degree murder and fifteen counts of attempt murder. 

He’s presently in custody here at 32 Division and any 
conversation that I had with Mr. Minassian today is by no means 
meant to offend the individuals involved in this ah in this 
investigation, the families, the victims ah or for that matter ah ah 
Mr. Minassian himself or his family. My only purpose for 
conducting this interview today is to come to some 
understanding of his involvement in, in this ah in this incident.

Richard DI NINO: Right into this room here. 


FEMALE MEMBER: There’s somebody in there. 


DI NINO: And you can just have a seat in the comer right over there okay. 


Alek MINAS SIAN: Okay. 
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DI NINO: 

Just have a seat right there please. Thanks very much.

Alek. 

MINASSIAN: 

Uh. 

THOMAS: 

Hi how are you? 

MINASSIAN: 

Doing good, how are you? 

THOMAS: 

Good good, do you drink water? 

MINASSIAN: 

Sure. 

THOMAS: 

Thanks, thank you very much, thanks so much how are you 

feeling? 

MINASSIAN: 

I’m good. 

THOMAS: 

You’re feeling okay? My name’s Rob Thomas. 

MINASSIAN: 

Nice to meet — 

THOMAS: 

How are you - how are you? You doing okay? 

MINASSIAN: 

I am. 

THOMAS: 

Yeah you probably had better days than this I guess eh? 

MINASSIAN: 

Yeah. 
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THOMAS: 

Yeah. 

MINASSIAN: 

Well I am a little shaken to be honest — 

THOMAS: 

You’re a little shaken. 

MINASSIAN: 

— it’s not like it’s not my usual day obviously. 

THOMAS: 

Yeah yeah no I can appreciate that yeah yeah. Uhm Alek, do 

you mind if I call you Alek? 

MINASSIAN: 

Yeah sure. 

THOMAS: 

Is that - what do your friends normally call you? 

MINASSIAN: 

Alek. 

THOMAS: 

Alek. Alek, my name is Rob Thomas ah I want you to call me 

Rob from here on end okay. 

MINASSIAN: 

Okay.

Is that okay? 

MINASSIAN: 

Okay.

Okay. Alek I want you to understand something I’m ah senior 

Detective with the Toronto Police, do you understand what that 

means? 

MINASSIAN: 

Ah yes.

You know I’m a police officer? 

MINASSIAN: 

Yes. 

THOMAS: 

Okay. I don’t wear ah a uniform ah I wear ah ah a suit and tie 

because of the type of work that I do but although I’m in a suit 

and tie I’m an actual police officer okay. Uhm and I’m the one 

of the senior investigators on this case okay. I got called in for 

this, this, this specific case because of what’s happened and the 

involvement and everything else that’s been going on okay. Ah 

before we get started I want you to know that we’re being 

videotaped and audio taped — 

MINASSIAN: 

Uhuh.

Okay.

Okay.

Do you know what I mean by that? 

MINASSIAN: 

Yes everything I say and do is being captured. 

THOMAS: 

Exactly yeah on on audio and video okay. Now ah here’s what I 

want to do ah Alek, uhm I want to talk to you okay. Uhm we’re 

going to spend a, a, a good deal of time together okay. 

MINASSIAN: 

Okay.

Uhm it’s important that I talk to you, alright. Uhm I’m going to 

ask you questions, okay. I’m going to ask you questions about

Do you understand that?

Uhm but if you do decide to an - answer my questions okay, ah I 
just ask that you do two things for me, okay. First thing is I ask 
that ah you treat me with respect okay, ah I promise to treat you 
with respect throughout the entire night okay, all I ask is you do 
the same for me is that okay? 

Yes. 

Okay ah and ah the other thing I ask Alek, and I I’ve been doing 
this a long time okay, ah and I typically never have any problems 
with people or anything like that -1 don’t expect to have a 
problem with you today but, uhm if you do decide to answer my 
questions would you do me the favour and and just speak from 
the heart okay and just be truthful that’s all I ask. Does that 
sound fair? 

Yes. 

Is that okay. Okay. Uhm now my understanding is uhm earlier 
today uhm there was an incident and you ultimately got arrested 
by a police officer. Do you remember that? 

I do remember getting arrested. 
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THOMAS: Okay. Ah do you remember ah it was a uniform police officer 

who arrested you so in other words he was a police officer in ah 
in a uniform. 

MINASSIAN: Yes I remember he had a uniform. 


THOMAS: Yeah okay and I know there was a bit of an altercation, we’ll get 

into that, but basically I just want to kind of ah cover off a few 
points before we get started. My understanding is that ah, that 
incident, the time that you got arrested, you were on or near the 
area of Yonge Street earlier today, is that right? Ah and a police 
officer told you that you were going to be placed under arrested 
and he placed you under arrest. Do you remember that? 

MINASSIAN: I remember that. 


THOMAS: 


Okay do you remember what he arrested you for? 


MINASSIAN: 


I believe I may have been arrested for something similar to 
murder. 


THOMAS: 


MINASSIAN: 


Okay. Uh, uh okay. I uhm I believe it was originally you were 
arrested for attempted murder and subsequent to that ah the 
officer placed you in handcuffs, is that right? 

Yes. 


THOMAS: 


Yeah and then he ah uhm he placed you into the back of his car, 
correct? 


MINASSIAN: Correct. 
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THOMAS: Ah and then ah you were transported and you were you were 

delivered here in a police car to 5 - to 32 Division. 

MINASSIAN: Correct. 


THOMAS: Do you remember that? And following that you ah were taken 

into the building and you spoke to ah I believe it was ah a 
gentleman ah and he’s known as a Staff Sergeant, he would have 
had three stripes on his on his shoulder with a crown, he would 
have asked you questions about your - your medical ah history, 
whether or not you were suicidal, ah whether or not you 
understood why you were being placed under arrest? 

MINASSIAN: I remember that.

Okay. When you were placed under arrest did the officer read - 
read anything to you? 

I remember being read a ah si - the signs on the ah left hand wall 
ah stating uhm my rights. 

Okay. Okay so you would have been read either at the time you 
were arrested or certainly when you got into the police station 
you were provided your rights to counsel is that right? So it 
would have been something like this, you’re going to be arrested 
for ah Attempted Murder, it’s my duty to inform you that you 
have the right to retain and instruct counsel without delay, you 
have the right to telephone any lawyer you wish — 

Uh.

— you also have the right to — 

Yeah now - yeah now it’s starting to come back, yeah I 
remember. 

Okay let me just finish here because it’s important you 
understand this. Ah you have the right to telephone any lawyer 
you wish. You also have the right to free advice from a legal aid 
lawyer. If you’re charged with an offence you may apply to the 
Ontario Legal Aid Plan for assistance 1-800-265-0451 is a toll 
free number that will put you in contact with a Legal Aid Duty 
Counsel lawyer for free legal advice right now. Do you 
remember that? 

Yeah now I remember that.

Do you remember the officer reading you that? 

To be honest uhm I encountered ah very - I encountered various 
police officers I don’t remember which one read me that. 

Okay alright ah but nevertheless you were read - you were read, 
we call that a Caution, you were read that Caution. 

Yes. Actually now that you mention the word caution I do 
remember hearing the words of Primary Caution and Secondary 
Caution. 

Okay great. Okay great. Okay that’s that’s int - because not a lot 
of people can rem - remember those words. Okay so that’s - 
what I read you is what we refer to as a Primary Caution. So you 
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don’t - let me just get this straight you’re not sure if you 
remember the police officer reading you those rights or if you 
were read those - ah that Primary Caution in the building is that 
right? 

MINASSIAN: Ah actually I’m I’m pretty sure I was read the the the Caution 

inside that room within the building — 

THOMAS: Okay. 

MINASSIAN: — with the ah the camera and the desk. 


THOMAS: Right. Right. So we call that the Booking Hall. 

MINASSIAN: Uhuh. 


THOMAS: Okay ah do you know what - do do do you know what it is that 

that I just read you? What what what was read to you ah when 
you were inside the Booking Hall? Do you know what - what 
that means? 

MINASSIAN: I believe to my best understanding it it means as you said before 

uhm the rights that I have uhm my right to counsel. 

THOMAS: Right. Do you know what counsel - do you what counsel 

means? 


MINASSIAN: 


Ah, a lawyer or an attorney. 
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THOMAS: Perfect. Exactly yeah. So what that means is actually a couple of 

things. It means that you can call a lawyer - one one means at 
the time you were placed under arrest, you’re being placed under 
arrest for Attempted Murder, ah what that Primary Caution 
means that you ah you can speak to a lawyer okay, ah or we call 
them counsel. Ah, ah, if you don’t have a lawyer or counsel of 
choice, ah it means that you can call ah a free lawyer and we call 
that Duty Counsel or ah Legal Aid. Okay. Uhm and the 1-800- 
265-0451 is a toll free number that you can call to speak to Duty 
Counsel or Legal Aid for free legal advice. Do you understand? 
Do you understand what that means? 

MINASSIAN: Yes. 


THOMAS: So it basically means you can call a lawyer. If you don’t have a 

lawyer you can speak to a free lawyer, right. What it also means 
is that if you are charged with an offence, so if you’re charged by 
the police for a crime ah and you can’t afford a lawyer okay, you 
can ah you can apply to the the government to pay for your 
lawyer. Does that make sense? 

MINASSIAN: Yes.

Okay and ah we call that Legal Aid okay. Ahm now my 
understanding is uhm the officers that provided you with 
Secondary Caution — 

Yes.

— okay would have been something like this. Ah you’re going 
to be charged with Attempted Murder. You’re not obliged to say 
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anything unless you wish to do so, but whatever you do say may 
be given in evidence. Do you understand what that means? 

MINASSIAN: Ah, yes. It means that I’m not required to speak but anything I 

say can - will be used against me. 

THOMAS: Yeah well that’s the sort of the American version of the Miranda 

Rights in Canada — 


MINASSIAN: 


Yeah I watch too much TV. 


THOMAS: — you watch - so do I, so do I. Ah what - you watch a lot of 

TV like TV programs like crime drama programs on TV? 

MINASSIAN: Ah ju - it’s one of the I, I used to watch a lot of CSI. 


THOMAS: Oh you did. I, I love that show. But uhm yeah so in the States 

they call that the Miranda anything you say can and will be used 
against you in a court of law. In Canada we’re a little bit 
different than the United States. I like to think we’re a lot 
different actually than the United States. What we have up in 
Canada is is is a different kind type of Caution. Anything that 
you say can be entered into evidence so anything that you say to 
me today ah, because we’re being videotaped and audio taped a 
Judge can watch that okay and he can listen to what it is you’re 
saying. Okay. Alright. Uhm, now ah did the officers read you 
any other Cautions? 

MINASSIAN: I don’t remember being read any other Cautions to be honest.

If 
you’ve spoken to any police officer or to any one in authority or 
if any such person has spoken to you in connection with this 
case, I want it clearly understood that I do not want it to 
influence you in making a statement. 

Yes actually I do remember being ah read that. 

You do eh okay. When do you remember being read that? 

Ah while I was in my cell by — 

Okay. 

— a uhm by a non-uniformed officer. He was ah dressed ah 
formally — 

Okay was he — 

— similar to you. 

Oh I see in a suit and tie? 

Yes I believe — 

Oh — 

— he may have been a Detective. 

Uhuh uhuh okay well that makes sense. Uhm do do you 
understand what that means? 
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MINASSIAN: Ah yes it means that uhm any any statement whenever I’m 

making a statement it shouldn’t be affected by something that 
one cop said to me. It should just be simply whatever I feel is the 
best as my defence. 

THOMAS: You, you’re absolutely right. You know what, you hit it right on 

the head. You know what uhm ah and I tha nk you for that that’s 
that’s very important yeah. Basically what it means is that uhm 
if you’ve spoken to any police officer and I - you may not have 
spoken to a lot of police officers but I know a lot of police 
officers have spoken to you today. Everything from the uniform 
officer who arrested you right through to the booking officers 
who ah uhm ah, ah collected your information when you came 
into the station, right up to the officers who came down ah into 
the cells and and advised you of of further charges that were 
going to be laid. You’ve spoken to a lot of police officers today. 
Am, am I right? 

MINASSIAN: Yes.

I would say at least five. 

Ah what I - what, what that means, that 
Caution that 11 gave you, what that means is that if anybody - if 
any of those officers or anybody else for that matter have said to 
you that you have to talk to me, okay, that’s incorrect. Is - do 
you understand that?

So if anybody 

ah has ah told you that you have to speak to me, I don’t want you 

to listen to what they they, they said alright. Ah I’m assuming 

nobody’s threatened you or made you any kind of promise?

So basically what it means is that uhm you don’t have to 

listen to ah what the police have said to you previously, prior to 

you meeting me here today uhm and then if you do decide to talk 

to me that it just be like I said from the heart and it and it be 

truthful. We call that being voluntary. Does that make sense?

That makes a lot of sense okay. Uhm now in addition to that I 

just want to -1 just want to clarify one more thing uhm did you - 
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did you speak to the police and and tell them what happened 
today? 

MINASSIAN: Sorry I’m just - I need I need a minute to think about that. Are 

you asking if I in any way confessed? 

THOMAS: Well I’m I’m asking you if you ah yes if you confessed or if you 

ah make a statement at all to any other police officer. 

MINASSIAN: I never made any significant statement about any events that 

occurred before I was arrested. 


THOMAS: Right right okay so if you did have any conversation with any 

police officer prior to being brought into this room alright and 
that includes ah making a statement or a confession okay ah I 
want you to ignore what you’ve said okay and ah I don’t want 
you to ah refer back to that conversation okay. What I mean by 
referring back -1 don’t want you to tell me ah about any 
conversations you’ve had with any other police officers — 

MINASSIAN: Okay.

— okay. Ah what I’d like to do is start fresh we call this a clean 
slate.

might - might have gotten the sequence of events ah mixed up so 
correct me if I’m wrong. Uhm there’s been a lot going on today 
and I’ve been very busy but ah my understanding is at some 
point ah if I’m not mistaken a police officer in a suit came down 
and he told you that - he he updated you with respect to the 
charges that were going to be laid. 

MINASSIAN: Yes.

Okay and did - do you remember what he said to you?

Yes so in - initial - originally the charges were nine counts of 
first degree murder. 


THOMAS:

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MINASSIAN: Then later on it got updated to 10 Counts of first degree murder 

plus ah fifteen counts of Attempted Murder. 

THOMAS: Exactly yes that’s my understanding. So my understanding is 

uhm as the night progressed and as we were learning more 
information ah it, it came to our attention that ah uhm seven 
people have have, have died - sorry nine people have died I 
apologize ah uhm as a result of an incident that occurred on 
Yonge Street and ah so subsequent to that ah my understanding 
is the officers came down, they spoke to you to advise you that 
you wou - the charges would be upgraded to nine counts of first 
degree murder. Do you understand what first degree murder is? 

MINASSIAN: It’s ah preme - premeditated murder and completely intentional 

and considered to be what’s known as in cold blood. 

THOMAS: Well yeah yeah that’s a fairly ah a fairly ah ah ah ah precise way 

of ah of describing it. What we - we call it premeditated. It 
means premeditated - do you understand what premeditated 
means? 

MINASSIAN: Yes it means - it would mean that someone planned for that 

murder in advance.
